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General Register of Births, &c., Office, Adelaide, 
January 29th, 1867. 

Sir—I have the honor to forward returns of Births, Deaths, 
and Marriages for the year ended December 31, 1866. 

The births registered were 6,782, the deaths 2,753, and 
the marriages 1,299. 

The natural increase of the population is 4,029. 

The number of births registered is higher than that of any 
preceding year; being 110 in excess of the highest. On 
reference to records of preceding years it will be found, that 
the number of births has not invariably increased in each 
successive year. Thus in 1861 less were registered than in 
1860; and those of 1863 were less than those of 1862. 
Since the year 1863, a greater or less increase has prevailed. 
The determination of this increase is not accounted for. The 
births of 1864 exceeded those of 1863 by 244; those of 1865 
were in excess of the preceding year, 464; while, again, the 
births of 1866 exceed only to the extent of 110, as stated 
above. The increase and decrease cannot be aftected to any 
great extent by the natural increase of the population of + 
former years, which, as yet, results only in a total, numerically 
higher, without comprehending an increase in the respective 
ages, regarded as the marriageable. This irregularity in the 
rate of increase has prevailed for some years; and does not 
appear to be so affected by the number of marriages as to 
allow of the confident expectation of future augmentation. 

The ratio per cent. of births to the population is not under 
that of any European country. This birth-rateis 4:092. ‘Ihe 
birth-rate will be better expressed by obtaining it exclusively 
in relation to the marriageable ages. Out of a total population 
of 78,118 women, the number between the ages 15 and 45, 
is 34,084. ‘The birth-rate to each hundred of this number is 
19°88. That of England, relatively to the same ages and 
proportional numbers, is 14°7. 


The comparative birth rate per 1,000 of the whole population 
may be thus stated—that of England, 35:0; of France, 26°45 
of Belgium, 29.6; South Australia, 41-6. This rate must, 
from time to time, decrease, as the higher ages of the popu 
lation become more fully supplemented; when immigration 
ceases to supply the able-bodied, and thus allow the healthy 
and the sick to assume that relation, which is the normal 
condition of a long-settled country. 

As another mode of estimating the natural increase, it may 
be stated, that here, the estimate of the number of births to 
each marriage is 5:3; while in none of the divisions of 
France does it exceed 4°7. 

In about one-half of the Registration Districts there has 
been an actual decrease in the number of births, compara- 
tively with those of 1865, but in none to any great extent; 
on the other hand, the increase to the remainder has been 
slight. The District of Adelaide has recorded, during the 
year, 2,886, against 3,011in 1865. This is, in part, accounted 
for by County Daly, formerly included in that district, having 
been proclaimed a separate district. These two districts 
combined have registered 3,024 births; which show only an 
increase of 13 above the previous year. 

The number of deaths, 2,753, exceeds the highest of any 
previous year (1864) by 188; but the rate per cent., 1-689, 
is less than that of the same year referred to—1°827. 

This increase in the actual number of deaths is generally 
prevalent throughout the Province, most of the districts show- 
ingan increase above the previous year. Inthe District of Ade- 
laide (including Daly) the deaths registered were 309 above 
those of 1865. This being not merely a numerical increase, 
but an increase also in the ratio, it must be inferred that 
the year has been more unhealthy. The population of this 
district has been corrected by the last Census. That ap- 
portioned is 2,239 above the estimated population of 1865. 


Notwithstanding, the rate for every hundred is 2°68, while 
the preceding year, with a less population, is 2°30. It will 
be found, on reference, that the seasons from January to July 
have been more unhealthy than the corresponding seasons of 
previous years. The increase in the first three months is de- 
serving of attention, being 113, 108, and 133 above the record 
of those respective months in 1865. From April to June, 
the excess is but 85, 60, and 75, followed by a sudden les- 
sening in July to 8. August does not show so large a num- 
ber, as in the last year, by 14. September is 15 in excess. 
October and November 19 and 15 in diminution; and De- 
cember 30 above. The general conclusion from the foregoing 
is, that whatever amount of unhealthiness appears in the 
year, is exhibited in the first half, and, more especially in the 
first quarter. 

Attention then is directed particularly to these first three 

months; and a comparison will show that any excess found 
is not attributable to the fatal results of one class of diseases 
alone. All classes remarkably exceed—the statement of the 
following comparative numbers will exhibit this. Thus in 
these months, the numbers registered under the different 
classes were, in— 
1865. Zymotic, 140. Constitutional, 50. Local, 157. Developmental, 99. 
1866, se 268 ef 88 = 249 cs 201 
From the above then, it is concluded that the three months 
of the year under consideration were, in some way, favorable 
to the development of every class of disease. 

Referring to the months, zymotic diseases are found to 
prevail most from January to June; then to decrease very 
rapidly to October, when they arrive at their minimum; and, 
again, subsequently, to rapidly increase. 

The prevalence of constitutional diseases varies from 37 in 
April to 12 in July. No one successive month greatly pre- 
ponderates over the preceding, except where a sudden change 
is exhibited in the last two months of the year, when the 
deaths in December exceed those of November by double. 

The order of the local is the following—from November to 
March, 73, 100, 91, 77; then an increase in April to 84; fol- 
lowed, in the succeeding months, by the numbers, 85, 77, 66, 
69, 44, and 39 (October). 

Developmental diseases, intimately connected with infant 
life, prevail most in the six months, from January to June, 
when they number collectively, 422; and in the last six 
months they decrease, in the total amount, to nearly one-half, 
215. As correlative with the foregoing, it has to be stated 
that the deaths of childre nunder one year, from develop- 
mental diseases, were, from January to June, 322; from July 
to December, 146, considerably less than one-half. 

The deaths of males exceed those of females by 321; the 
births of males also being 158 in'excess. This 158 is coun- 
terbalanced by the excess of deaths amongst males under one 
year. The excess of deaths of males above those of females 
is exhibited under different ages; but, principally, from the 
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gistered, in the undermentioned three years, was as follows:— 
1858, 41°5; 1859, 41°8; 1860, 39:4. In South Australia 
the proportions are the following: —1864, 55°8; 1865, 52°8; 
1866, 53:5. The above appears to the disadvantage of South 
Australia. There are, however, several modifications to be 
taken into account. 

The relative numbers of the population, under the various 
ages, are different in England and South Australia. In the 
latter country, the mature ages do not approximate to the full 
proportional complement of the same in England. The infant 
population is comparatively excessive; and thus the pro- 
portion of deaths, under 5, must appear in the same exeess. 
As the number of the population in the higher ages increases, 
the deaths under those ages will also increase, and thus lessen 
the proportion of infant deaths. ; 

The low death-rate, for every hundred of the population, 
1:689, compared with that of England, 2°236, has also to be 
considered. ‘This comparative low rate does not necessarily 
result from superior local healthiness alone, but also from 
a numerical deficiency in the higher ages. fh 

Dr. Farr, in a paper on the “ Mortality of Children,” has 
said, “* Waat is the proportion of deaths under the age of five, 
out of one hundred children that see the light? In Norway, 
17; Denmark, 20; Sweden, 20; England, 26; Belgium, 27; 
France, 29; Prussia, 32; Holland, 33; Austria, 36; Spain, 
36; Russia, 38; Italy, 39.” In answering that same ques- 
tion for South Australia, it is satisfactory to be able to state 
that the proportion is but 23. 

From the following comparative statement, exhibiting the 
fatality of different diseases in England, Scotland, and South 
Australia, it will be seen that this Province appears to dis- 
advantage especially in the mortality resulting from atrophy, 
debility, diarrhoea, and teething. 

Infants under one year in England, Scotland, and South 
Australia, their chief causes of death, and the proportion of 
deaths from each disease, to the total infants living :—

In 1865, the deaths of males exceeded | 
those of females by 266. The male-births, however, were | 
only 66 in excess, giving a greater female surplusage in that 
year than in 1866. | 
In considering the deaths of children under five years of 
age much perplexity occurs, which only a longer continuation 
of statistical records in South Australia can do away with. | 
On reference to the ‘“ Miscellaneous Statistics of the United | 
Kingdom,” compiled by Mr. Fonblanque, the proportion of 
deaths of children under five years, to the whole number re-

Diseases not enumerated above, and for which no com-- 
parative data are afforded, are fatal, to a great extent, in 
South Australia, such as dysentery and disease of the brain. 

The percentage of deaths to the population in England and 
South Australia, under stated ages, exhibits, chiefly, the 
numerical deficiency of the South Australian population rela- 
tively to those ages:—

In noticing the deaths arising from the various diseases 
included in the Annual Returns, those of a typhoid character 
demand special attentiun. The number of such registered is 
216, being an increase above that of 1864, 169; and of 1865, 
137. The months in which these resulted in the greatest 
mortality were from March to June; in which last month 45 
died—a number 27 above the average of the twelve months, 
and 43 above the lowest. A reference to the returns of 
these diseases for some years back will show that, whether 
the aggregate registered in any one year be large or small, 
the proportional numbers of the three months, April, May, 
and June greatly exceed the rest. There seems thus to be 
an affinity between these diseases and that season. The 
sudden numerical decrease from 45 in June to 14 in July is 
also remarkable, as well as the gradual lessening in the suc- 
ceeding months till the numbered registered, in October, is 
but 2. No age, to 60 years, has been exempt from the fatal 
effects of these. From fifteen to thirty the mortality was 
greatest—very many, of both sexes, having died at twenty 
years of age. 

Diphtheria, which has comprehended not less than 100 
deaths for several preceding years, numbers but 36 in 1866 ; 
and croup is considerably below the average. 

Dysentery has slightly increased, but to no extent deserving 
special attention. Diarrhcea is 70 in excess of the preceding 


(1865) to 133. 


Disease of the stomach is less by 18. No other diseases 
demand special remark; many are numerically less, and all 
under the rate of previous years, until arriving at those in- 
cident to teething, where the number has increased from 77 
Atrophy and debility are also in excess, 130. 

Deaths arising from accidents and negligence are precisely 
the same in number as those of 1865. 

The marriages celebrated are 137 less than those of 1865. 
This decrease prevails in eleven out of the seventeen re- 
ligious denominations. German Lutherans, Christians, Bap- 
tists, Primitive Methodists, and Unitarians have celebrated 
more marriages in this year than in the preceding. Those 
celebrated in the presence of District Registrars were more 
numerous by 12. 

The number of persons married, with the exception of 13 
males, from 15 to 20 years of age, in excess, decreased, with 
both sexes, to the age of 30. The number at 35 increased. 
The numbers vary slightly until arriving at 50, when the 
number of males is doubled. ‘Those at 60 also increased. 
There has to be added to the number 6 persons between 65 
and 70; none having married, at these ages, in 1865. 

In the absence of marked and distinct nationalities and 
classes, it would be hazardous to particular:ze. Nevertheless, 
it may be safe to infer, from a diminution in the whole num- 
ber of marriages, that the times and seasons have not been 
as favorable as heretofore.
